impedimenta occur. This remark ap- 
plies to a part of tlje road bet^reeu 
Thrapstone and Kettfrin</, and the 
whole of tiiat between Ketterii:^ and 
Harborough ; the neglect of which is 
the more scandalous, WKMUse the road 
from Huntingdon to Thrapstone, 
where the materials are exactlv the 
same, is perfectly safe and pleasant.

the preference tift one and some to 
another, accordins: to early custom 
and prejudice. Tiie people of South 
Britain generally prefer braid nnide 
the finest wheat floor; while those of 
the northern countries eat a mixture 
of flour and oatmeal, or rye-meal, 
and many give the preference to bread 
Inade of oatmeal alone. The cOmAon 
people of Scothmd also eat a mixed 
bread, but mors frequently bread of 
o?it!Tiea1 only. In Germany the com- 
mon bread b made of rye, and the 
American labourer thinks no hread ao 
strengtheninir m thatwhldi is made 
©f Indian corn; nor do 1 much doubt 
but the Laplander thinks his bread 
made of the bones of fish is the best of 
any. Bread made of ^Blferenl fcindi 
of ffnun is more wholesome than that 
DUMe of one only, as their onalitiea 
serve to correct one another. For ex- 
ample, wheat-flour, especially the finer 
kind, being of a starchy nature; is apt' 
to occasion caoitipatlon. Bread made 
of rye-meal, on the otlier hand, proves 
often too slippery for the bowels. A 
due proportion of these makes the 
best bread. For the more active aad 
labo^loas I wouM reeonraiend a mix- 
ture of rye with the stronger t^rain?, 
as pieas, beans, barley, oats, Indian 
com, &c. I'hcse may be blended 
in many different ways t they malt a 
hearty bread for a lahouring man, 
and, to use hu own lanfuare, they lie 
longer on his stomach than bread 
made of wheat*flour only. Barley 
b^ead passes tbo quickly through the 
'alimentary canal to afford time fb^ 
cbnveyinff the proper nonrisbment; 
but bread niide of baVley mwai with 
peas is very nourishing. When uota* 
toes, or boiled grain, are used, oread 
cMses to be a necessary article of diet. 
During the late scarcity of bread, i 
made \t a rule not to eat nlwjve one 
half the quantity I used to do, and 1 
found no inconvenience whatever frOtn 
the change. Na) , i^ome told me, that 
for a considerable time they had left 
off the use nf bread altogether, with- , 
out experieut'ing any change in the 
state of their health. A great part

Many of the articles 
of diet are cheaper than bread, and 
equally wholesome. Above one hidf 
orfbe expeneoof livfnit mig^ht be saved, 
by a dur selection of the article,"? of 
diet. The KnL''H>h Inhdiir'^r lites 
chief! V on bread, which beings accom- 
panied with other dry, and often salt 
food, fires Ms blood, -and exdtes an 
unquenchable flur8t» so that his per- 
petual cr%' i«! for drink. But the g^reat- 
est consumption of bread is occasioned 
bj tea. It is said that the subjects of 
Great Ei^ain oomome a greater quaa* 
fHyof that lu rb, than the whole in- 
habitants of all the other natrons of 
tln« qnrirter of the globe, Tht low- 
est woman in England must have her 
tto, and the children generally share it 
#ith her. As tea coirtaiiis no nooruih- 
ineht, either for young or old, there 
must of course be bread and butter to 
eat along with it. 1'he quartern loaf 
win not^o far among a family of hun- 
gry eliiimn, and if We add tm OOst of 
tfea, sugar, liAtter, and milk, the ex- 
pence of one meal will be nmre than 
would be sufficient to fill their bellies 
with wholesome food three times a- 
dat. There Is reaeon to believe that 
one half the bread consumed in Dng- 
land is used to tea, without one hearty 
meal ever made of it. The higher 
Tanks use tea as a luxury, while the 
lower orders make a diet of It. I had 
latdjr occasion to see a strikhig In* 
stance of this in a family, that was re- 
presented to me as in distress for wnnt 
of bread. 1 sent them a little monej.

heavy, sluggish, phlegmatic man. a 
moderate me of tea may not prove 
pernicious ; but where there is a debi- 
litated stomacJiand aairritafailitgriif 
fibre, it never fails to do mudl luiit*^ 
With many it has the effect to prevent 
sleep. Tea will induce a total change 
of constitution in tlie people of tbii 
ooontry. Indeed, it has gone a |^reat 
way towards effeotingf that evj| al« 
ready. A debility, and consequent 
irritahilitv of fibre, are become so com- 
moQ, that not only women, but eren 
men* aie afieoted with thavN TlMt 
ckus of ^BseaMi^ which, for want o€ 
a better name, we call nenroua, has 
made almost a complete eonqnest 
of tiie one sex, and is making hasty- 
strides towards vanquishii^ the other. 
IHd women Imow the tnin4)f diaeaws 
induced by debility; and how diaa- 
nrreeaWe t}»ef?e di sertses render them to 
rlie other sex, they would shun tea as 
Uie most deadly poison. No man caa 
Wve a woman eaten np wilb Tafo«% 
or washed down with diaeasss arisingf 
from relaxation It is not tea taken 
as a beverage after a full m^l, or in a 
crowed assemUjt, that I so much eon- 
demn, thonf h I ^nk s a me tldiy na 
el^ant and less pernicious might ho 
substituted in its place. The mis- 
chief occasioned by terf arises chiefly 
from its being substituted for solid 
food. This is so much the case at 
present that, had I time to sparer I 
think it could not he better employed ' 
than in writing' agaanst this dmtrno- 
tive drug.

The celebrated Peter Camper of 
Amtterdani, who died ia I1b9, de* 
nied the existence of mermaids, tri. 
tont, dra<^ons» centaurs, sjrhinxe*, 
and teveral other cre%tures, which 
appear in tuch tplendid clothing in 
our heraldic figurationt. Writing 
on 6th, &c. he observes:—** The 
natural history of the frog affords 
at a curious aud striking example 
of the changet appointed by tha 
wite Creator, in conformity to cxi- 
genctet of the animal. The fro'^ is 
provided with a tail, as lon^ as it it 
destitute of feet, but when these 
protrodo aad ha^a acqotred talliei* 
eat furce,the tail gradually con tract t 
until it totally disappears. This sm- 
gtthr pha^noiuenon might he con- 
LempiaLed everj Spring, were nut 
the aaimal too common, and deem* 
ed too imignificant lo attract our 
notice. Fish are dfstifute of necks, 
not merely hecau!!e they have not 
feet, but because they can procure 
their food wilhoat them* Saakea. 
are alio without them, and in ihit. 
respect are in their forms very simi- 
lar to fish. A shark has lung teeth, 
but it dettitute of a snout, which 
woald be utelett« at it teekt and de* 
fourt itt food' while twimmiag is 
the writer. Many are the inttaoces 
of the necessity of a snout in tome 
auimais,aad itt utelessoest in otberti , 
and Nature hat wiiely made their 
formt correspond. The oeck in at 
long at the feet in those animals 
which, gather their food from the 
earth. Since fish are naturally in 
equip(»ise with the water, and they 
all twlm or row themselvet forwards - 
by means of the tail, il follows, that 
their position in the water »iui»it he 
horizoulal. The centre of motioa 
itili vary according to the weight 4sf 
the headland upon this rircumitanca 
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will depend the lenglli of the tail. 

Since greater diveriit^ of form can 
take place in fish than m quadrupeds, 
there is a space for a much greater 
diversity ot spains io the iirst lhan 
ill the last. The exisleaco of such 
•ea*nioo8ters as trilons and mermaide 
is impossible, and the idea of tiiem 
nhfur*!, as these ainiDals must be 
supposed to swim in au erect posi- 
tion, the tail forminji^'aa acute enj^le 
with the back i whereas lh« centre 
of gravity would univeriaUj force 
tJiem into a right line.'*

Thb waiter may, by a keen eye, be 
diaeoTjnvd counting his peraui^tes in 

Ids mind, aitf! roTisidcrln^ which way 
lie tihall play otf the guesst, not for hw 
master s credit, but for liis own ad- 
vantage. Call for a pint of wine, and 
you are sure to have a collection of 
dreir« : tlicre is no safety in his hiw- 
ing in a bottle, hihI proclaiming Ks 
apparent diligcrice by the report of tl»c 
cork ; for when a bottle of wiue is 
. pretended to be decanted, the last glass 
and a b:df nrr left l>eliind; and thus, 
in about every ten bottles one of them 
becomes the waiter's perquisite. 

If the aocumnlation is made from 
Ihemne delivered out for large parties, 
the waiter soTnelinMJsgets a good stock 
in one evening, some of which odds 
and ends he hits the audacity t») ser\ e 
Hp when the faculties of the company 
we rendered incapable of distanguiah- 
ing.

I have hitherto spoken of inns, and 
the operation of their conduct on the 
public, as far as may give a general 
idea of the treatment to be expected 
bv tlio'^p, of wlio?ti it is often tlie mis- 
fortune, but sdiuetirues the satisfaction 
to resort to tiiem. They were origi- 
nally instituted for the solace of travel- 
htUp and there could not have been a 
wisfr ov more salutary regulation. 
Inn-keepers are forbidden bv tlie law 
to charge exorbitantly, either for 
nan or norse, to vend corrupt vine 
or victuals, and to do many other 
things which all t>ie world knows is 
the constant practice of too many of 
them. 

I was onoe witness to a keen 

manceuvre i>ractised by the Inndlords 

of a large town in the race week. 
Tliey had advertise<i their l)eds a i^ninea 
a-picc^, and, fearing at the same time 
tbat» on account of the exorfoitant 
demand, visitors should be induced to 
take lod^Ing-s at private houses, they 
procured, with great art and inrlustry, 
a promise from Uie private inhabitants, 
thai tliey would ask the same price. 
Thb was the upshot : the strangers 
said, if Ave can c^et lodefinga no cheaper 
at private houses tiian at inns, we had 
better go where our liorses can be 
taken care of. Thus few private 
lodgins^s were let, the inns were fuH, 
and the landlords lan<j:-Tir<l at fhr cre- 
dulity of tiieir neig-htxmrg. — (End of 
Jims.

ASSASSINATION OF THE EMPEROR PAl OF RUSSIA. 




The assertiun inaile by Buonaparte, 
that tlie Emperor Alexander was privy 
to the murder of his fatlier (vide 
O'Meara'8 " Voic€ from St. Helena,") 
having recalled the public attention to 
that event, the foUoNving" particulars 
ef it,extracted from Carr s " Northern 
Summer,'' 4to. 180.5, may perhaps be 
acceptable to our readers. 

It was the custom of the emperor 
to sleep in an outer apartment next 
to the empress's, upon a sofa, in his 
rogimentils and boots, whilst the grand 
duke and duchess, and the rest of the 
imperial family, were lodged at various 
distances, in apartments below the 
story which l»e occupied. On the 
tenth day of March, O. S. 1801, the 
day preceding the fatal night, whetlier 
Paul's apprehension, or anonymous 
ioformatiun, suggested the idea, is not 
known, hut conceiving that a storm 
was ready to burst upon him, he sent 
to Count P — , the governor of the 
city, on e of the noblcuicn who had rc- 



solved on his destruction: ** I am In-s 
formed, P — said the emperor,, 
" that there is a conspiracy on foot 
against me ; do you think it necessary 
to take any precaution ?" The count, 
without Hetraying the least emotion,, 
replied, "Sire, do not suffer such ap- 
prehensions to haunt your mind ; if 
there were .any combination forming" 
against your majesty's person, I am 
sure I should be aapiaiated with it.'* 
"Then I am satisfied,'' said the em- 
])eror, and the governor withdrew.. 
Before Paul retired to rest, he u?iex'-. 
pectedly expressed^ the most tender 
solicitude for the empress and \m 
children, kissed them with all t*"t^ 
warmth of farewell fondness, and re- 
mained with them longer than usual ; 
and after he ha 1 visited the centinets 
at their different posts, he retired to 
his chamber, where he had not lon«f 
remained, before, under some colour- 
able pretext, that satisfied the men, 
the guard was changed by tl>e officers

\vli(» liail the coraninnd for the night, 
and were ene^as^efl in the contVierary. 
An hussar, whom tlie emperor had 
particularly luMiored by his nittice and 
attention, always at night slept at his 
bed-room door, in the anti-room. It 
was impoKtible to remove this faithful 
soldier by any fair means. At this 
moioentons periinl, silem'e reigned 
tbroughout the palace, except uliere 
it was dist«rbe<l bv tlie pacing of the 
cputinels, or at a distance by ti»e muf^ 
uiurs of the Neva, and only a few 
lights were to be seen distantly and 
irregularly gleaming through the win- 
dows of the dark colossal abode. In 
the dead of the night, Z — and his 
friends, amounting to eight or nine 
persons, passed the draw-bridge, easily 
ascended the staircase which led to 
Paul's chambpr, and met with no re- 
sistance till they r^he<l the anti-room, 
. when the faithful hussar, awakened 
by the noise, challenged them, and 
presented his fueee: much as they 
n'U><t have all aduiired the brave fidelity 
of the guard, npither time nor cir- 
cu?n$tances would admit of an act of 
generosity, which might have endan- 
gered tliii whole plan. Z — drew his 
sabre and cut the poor fellow down. 
Paulj awakened by the noise, sprung 
from Iiis sofa: at this moment the 
whole party rushetl into his room ; 
the unha|»py sovereign, anticipating 
their design, at first endeavoured to 
^trench himself in the chairs and 
tables ; then rwovcring, lie assumed a 
high tone, told ihem they were his 
prisoners, aiid called upon them to 
tin r render. Finding that they fixed 
their eyes steadily and fiercely upon 
him, and continued advancing towards 
him, he implored them to spare his 
lifr, declared his consent instantly to 
relinquish the sceptre, and to accept 
of any terms which they would dictate. 
I^his raving, he offered to make them 
pruices, and to give them estates, and 
titles, and orders, without end. They 
now began to press ujion him, when 
he made a convulsive effort to re«ich 
<he wiudow : in the attempt he failed, 
and indeed so high was it from the 
ground, that had he succeeded, theex- 
^ pedi^'iit would only have put a more 
instantaneous period to nis misery. 



In tl>e effiirt he rpry severely cnt hit 
haiHl with the glass; and asthey dre^ 
him back he grasptnl a chair, with 
which he fellwl one of the assailants, 
and a desperate resistance took place. 
So great was the noise, that, not- 
withstanding the niassy mmIIs, and 
thick double-folding doors, which di- 
vided, the apartments, the empress was 
disturbetl, and began to cry for help, 
when a voice whispered in her Bar, an^ 
imperatively told her to remaiu quiet, .4, 
otherwise, if she uttered another word, 
she should be put to instant death. 
Whilst the emperor was thus making 
a hist struggle, the prince Y — struck 
him on one of his temples with bi^ 
fist, and btid him upon the fl<}or ; 
Paul, recovering from the blow,»ajraiii 
implored his life; at this momept the 
heart of P — Z — relented, and upon 
being observed to tremble and hesitate, 
a young Hanoverian resolutely ex- 
claimed. We have passed the Kubi' 
con : if we spare his Ut^, before the 
setting of to-merrow's sun, we shall 
be his victims P' Upon which he took 
otf his sash, turned U twice round tha/: 
naked ncrk of the emperor, and giving^- ' 
one end to Z^ — , and holding the othei* 
himself, they pulled for a oousidprable 
time with aft their force, until their 
miserable sovereign was no more ; 
they then retired from the palace, 
without the least molestation, and re- 
ttirned to their respective homes. 
What occurred after their de|)arture . 
can be better conceived than depicted : 
medical aid was resorted to, but iu. 
v.'^in, and upon the breathless body of 
the emperor fell the tears of his 
widowed empress and children, and 
domestics ; nor was gennine grief ever 
more forcibly or feelingly displayed 
than by Iiim on whose brow this me^ 
laucholy event had planted the crowu<r

-^REAL COMBATS. 

Xa a pamphlet published, as it im- 
|>orts, for B. B. liondun, in 1622. we 
read, that in the 12ih of Richard J I. 
». battle was fought between gnats, at 
Shsne, now called Richmond ; their 
multitudes were so graat^ that the aip 
vas darkened by them. It wiis com- 
puted that two parts of them were 
Idlled, and the remaining third sud- 
denly vanished. This account is inr 
s«rted as preliminary to one of an en- 
gageirjent between the starlings, at 
Cork, in Ireland, on the 12th of Oc- 
tober. 1621 : they mustered four or 
iive days previously, every day in- 
creasing in number. Some came from 
the east, others from the west, and, 
jis it were, encamped themselves east- 
}llf 9fd an4 w^twarcl^vf tbe city, Di^f- 



ing the time of their assembling, those 
who came from the east, sought their 
meat eastward, and those Irom the 
west, sought theirs westward ; no 
one flying in the circuits of tlie 
otlier. On Saturday, tlie I2tb of 
October, they fought, and on Sunday 
none were to be seep. Upon this 
Sunday a similar battle was seen be- 
tween Gravesend and Woolwich, and 
a raven flying between the combat- 
ants. On JVfondiiy, the Uth, they 
again appeared at Cork, and fought 
with as much violence as bt'fore, the 
dtivA. and wounded falling on the 
houses, into the streets, anathe river. 
After this battle there were found 
dead a kite, a raven, and a crow. 

Another pamphlet, printed .'it Oxr 
ford, fpr J. Colley, I<)7t>, and purr 
porting to be a translation of one 

Sublished at Lisle, on the 17tb of 
larch, in the same year, relates a 
prodigious battle of birds, between 
Dole and Salines, in th& Franche 
Compte, on the 26th of February, 
167G. The most numerous of the 
warriors were of a description not 
very much unlike our scure-crows, 
but there were above a hundred kinds. 
After fighting several hours, thos« 
who were not disabled, retired no 
man knew whither. Bushes iis high 
as men were hidden, and the eartb 
covered witli heaps of them for above 
five hundred paces in Irngth, and the 
screams of the wounded and dying 
terrified the inhabitants of Burgjindy, 
This extraordinary engjigeujent bad 
been predicted by Nostradamus, about 
the end of the first oenturv, in hiii 
100th article. 

The above pamphlets are now ex- 
tremely scjirce; thev are, however, 
still extant in tbe iBritish Museiuu 
and the libraries of tlie curious.

BUTTER. 

It has been said, that the English 
have a thousand religions, and but 
one saooe. It must be allowed that 
they oti butter with almost erery 
kind of food. Batter, Ooiiffh n 
jrood artidi of diet, may be used too 
freely, and in this country, I am con- 
vinced, that is the case. To weak 
stomachs it is hurtful, even in small 
/jippatttieib Mi4 when nsed firedy, it 
* ^ jprovw t>rejudidal to the ttrongett. ' 
y Butter, like ot]\cr thint,'-s of ;in oily 
lature, has a constant tendency to 
/turn racid. This process, by the heat 
of the iAoimeeb, is greatly aeoelcratfd, 
intODuoh that amiy people, soon af- 
ter eating batter, complain of its 
. rising in their stomachs. In a otate 
highly disagreeable.

Persons afilictea with bile, should 
use butter very sparingly. Some 
Miptieal enthen ooubt whether or 
not aliment of any kind has an effect 
on the bile. Onft thinp, however, is 
certain, that many patients, afflicted 
with complaints which were supposed 
to be oeeuioned hy bile^ hnte been 
Completely coied hj a totd nbeHnenee 
from butter.

on the stomach, as the cholera morbus, 
and the like. Nor can such complaints 
be cured, till the rancid matter ii 
totaHy efMuated bj vomiting and 
purging. 

ifut supposing butter did not pos- 
sess the quality of becoming rancid 
on the stomach', it may, neverthelesi*, 
prove hnrtfttl to digestion. OHa ef 
all Icittds are of a relaxing qualitv, 
and tend to impede the action of di- 
gestion. Hence the custom of giving 
rich broths and fat meats to persona 
who have a ferocious appetite* 

The firee nie of butter, and other 
oily substances, not only tends to re- 
lax the stomach, and impede its ac- 
tion, but to induce a debility of the 
solids, whidi paves the ^ay to many 
maladies. In a country where two 
thirds of the inhabitants lead nlien? 
tary lives, a debility of fibre must pre- 
dominate. Whatever increases that 
debility, ought to be avoided. 

criildren, withoiit exception, are 
disposed to diseases arising from 
laxation. Butter, qf course, ou^ht 
to be given to them with a sparmg 
hand. But is this the case? Kv no 
means. Bread and butter constitute 
a ^reat part of the food of childfen, 
and I am convinced that the gross 
humours with which they are fre- 
quently troubled, are partly owing 
to this food. As children abound 
with mohitnre, breed' alone is, gene* 
rally speaking,' better for ihem than 
bread and butter. 

I have been astonished to see the 
quantities of butter eaten by gross 
women who lead sedentary lives. 
TMr tca-bieed is generally contrind 
so as to Budc up butter tike a spunge* 
What quantitipR of crumpets and 
muffins they M'ill devour in a morn- 
ing, soaked with this oil ; and after- 
wa^ eoihphun of indigestion, wlifen 
.they l|ave eaten what would overload 
the "stomach of a ploughman. Dr. 
Fothergill is of opmion, that butter 
produces the nervpus or sick head 
ache, soeommbn among the women 
of this country. As a proof of this» 
it is often cured by an emetic. 

Oik, in tertatn quantitiee, ezdtf 
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must of coarse prove imtVicndly " to 
(iigestion. A Dutcli saiior, we are 
told, can diifest train oil. So may 
' Ml Enflwh sailor ; btit it would be 
Terr improper food for a London lady. 

'fo some of the leaner farinaceous 
sul^stance?, as the potatoc, and the 
like, butter makes a very proper ad-^ 
dtljon ; but eating' it to flesh and fish,, 
of ahnOBt every description, is cer- 
tainly wrong^. The flesh eaten in this 
country is generally fat enough with- 
out the addition of butter; and the 
more oily kinds of fish, as salmon or 
berrings, are lighter on the stomar.h, 
and easier digested, wliea eaten irith- 
out it» 

Butter is rather a gross food, and 
fitter for the athletic and laborious, 
than the sedentaiiT and delieate. It 
is less hurtful when eaten fresh than 
salted. Salt fin tter certain! v ff^-ids to 
induce skin diseases, and I am inclined 
to tiiink, t)»e free u»e of it at sea may 
have some share inf bringing on that 
dresdful roaladr, so destructiYe to our 
brnvn srdlor?, thf^ ^vi. srurvy. 

1 here is a method of renderinp^ salt 
butter less hurtful, but it seems nut 
to be Imown 'ln £ogUind. Whail 
mean is, to miK it with an equal quan- 
tity of honey, and keep it for use. In 
this way it may be gfiven to children 
with greater freedom. Jn North 
Britain, tliis method of mixing butter 
with lioney Is well imoirn ; atui» f rbn^ 
a eoramdii^verb, I taice the custom 

to l>e very ancient 

Gutter, in itself, is not near so 
hurtful, as when combined with cer- 
tain otber things. Fdr example; 
bread made with butter Is almost in- 
diL-^c^tihle, and pastries of every kind 
are little better; yet many ])eople al- 
most lire upon pastrv, and it is uni- 
yersally given to children. It is little 
better, however, than poison, and 
never fails to disorder their stomachs. 
The fond mother cannot pass a pastry 
fhop, with<mt treatini; her darling 
boy with some of the dainties, anq 
then wonders how he gets khe eougli 
or cholic. 

1 have knn^v'i a man, seeininn'^v m 
perfect hoaltli. vlio, by eatin<^ a ])fii;iy 
worth of paatry, as he passed along 



the street, was seized with 911 rh ^rt- 
asthmatic fit, that he was obligeii to 
be carried home, and nearly lost his 
Vft. This ocenrred whenever he in* 
advertently ate fny thing baked with 
butter. 

' Every thin^r thai proves very inju- 
rious to heal til, ought, as far as pos- 
sible, to be prohibited, by layinij a 
high duty upon it. A dutvon pastry 
would be serving the public in more 
respects than one. It would Ka\'e 
many lives, and lessen some tax on' 
necessarieii. 

' Cheese, as a diet. Is likewise iojn- 
rious to health. It should never be 
eaten but as a dessert. It occai^ions 
constipation, fires the blood, rmf] ex- 
cites a constant craving fur drinlv. It 
fo very improper for tile sedentary, 
and hardly to be digested 'even by the 
athletic. 

If men will live on (fry bread, poor 
cheese, salt butter, broiled bacon, and 
such like parching food, they will 
find their way to the ale-house, the 
bane of tite lower orders, and the 
source of half the beggary in thenation. 



FATAL CURIOSITY. 

Amongst the many melancfao^v ca-. 
ta«"trophos which the unrestrained in- 
dulgence of curio.-^itv hrin j)rr>f]iicciT, 
few have been atteuileii bv more af- 
fecting circumstances tliao those de- 
tailed in the following account (ex- 
tracted from a newspaper of tha 
period) of nn affair which took place 
in the year 17^)1.

go oVerthe ship's quarter, and look 
into their apartment, on which he 
discovered lhat they had destroyed 
themselves. The gcnllemao was 
found fitting in the quarter gallery, 
^|th a fusee and a pistoJ, with the 
fatter of which he had shot himself 
through the head ; thelady was lying 
in the balcooy, wil|i a discharged 
pistol near her, with which she had 
Shattered her head in a shocking 
inanner. They had been dead some 
time, and it was about seven in the 
tnorning when this part of the melan- 
choly business was publicly known ia 
the ship. Their bodies were com* 
milted to the deep at mid-day.

Kent, botli in cunnection and origin. 
jPerhapd, irom this friendly inter- 
609iniE^ they are happier, and thrive 
better* than the other tslanders, for 
they not only cultivate their own 
land to perfection, but rent land at 
St. Mary's, and are reniarka?)l(; for 
being the be&t makers ui kelp in all 
thcsa islands. As for Braher aad 
JBaqison tbsf are small, rocky, and 
•ImOBt incapable of cultivation. 

All these islands belong to Lord 
Godoipliin. There are four churclies, 
hut they ha^ but one clergyman, so 
that if he happens to be tU, cbureh 
service is suspended till hia recovery ; 
but there is an island clerk cstabliNlif^d 
at each place, with wlu>aj they arc 
content to. put up with as their 
paBt<»r*a locum tenetis. There arft 
fosils and minerals of almost everj 
kind that are to be found in Corn- 
wall, but not eitlior in sufficient quan- 
tity or such superior quality, as to 
iuduce any speculation as to mining* 
it may he material to remark, that 
Treseaw* Brsher, and Samson, form, 
at low water, but one island, and 
tliis is a kind ot" corroborative proof 
of what has been advanced relative to 
the insular situation of the whole. 

These islands lie almost ten leiigues 
U) the west of the Land's End, in 
i}iirftw^l> and are easily discerns^ 



from it. The Scilly isles, or rocks 
are said to he 145 in number, and 
have been destructive to aumher uji

" At length, he recovered bispro^ 
perty, but nut bis health.

** Vhe Intenda&t was amorous aed 
jealous. When I revived, he said to 
roe, with some degree of spleen, that 
tbe sigaahi^ot my assignations were 
somewhat* too ooisy. I answered, 
that I was mistress of myself, and at 
liberty to receive, nt ail hour8,whom^' 
soever I thought proper, therefore, 
signals were entirely useless to me { 
* and,' added I, ' that which you call 
one, is of toodreadful a nature to bo 
the prelude to the soft moments de- 
cledicated to love.' My paleness, the 
tremor which slill agilalcd me, the 
tears which flowed in spite of iny ci- 
forts to restrain them, and my en- 
treaties that my companions would 
renmin wilh me part of the night, 
convinced them I was ignorant ot tlie 
source from whence tiiu noise had

PEVEKIL OF THE PEAK. 



Sir Walter Scott having- indulged 
tUe literary world with another hig^hly 
interesting- production, under the title 
of "Peverii of tlie Peak," we have 
embraced the eairliest opportunity of 
pre^^enting- our readers with tlie first 
part of the narrative, which we intend 
ooutiuuin^ in a synoptical manner, 
that, while it proves interesting-, it 
may not occupy too much of our 
rwra, nor appear tedious or a waste 
of time to the peruser. Tht \\\gh es- 
timation in which this nobleman's 
abilities tire held, is incontestihly 
proved by the avidity which every one

WILLIAM, the Conqueror of Eng"- 
land, was, or supposed himself to bp, 
the father of a certain William Pe- 
veril, and not wisliing to let his son's 
illeg-itimacy be a bar to his royal fa- 
vour, granted him certain propfrty 
and lordsiiips in Ocrhysliire, and he 
became the erector of that Gothic for- 
tress, which, hani::ini]r over the mouth 
of the Devil's (.'avern, so well knowa 
to tourists, g'ives the name of Castle- 
ton to the aujacent villag-e. In King 
John's stormy days these possessions 
were forfeitwl by one William Pever- 
il, yet liis descendants were long- dis- 
tingnishetl by the proud title of Pe- 
verils of the Peak. 

In Charles the Second's time, the 
representative of this ancient family 
was Sir Geoffrey Peveril, a man who 
had many of the ordinary attributes 
of an oid-fashioned country gentle- 
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tnm, and venr few individual traits to 
Artligiiiih lum tnm the i^eneral por- 
frntof that worthy class of mankind. 
In n^ligfion Sir Geoffrey was a liii^h 
churrhman, though many thoiiLcht he 
stiil iiuun^hetl in private the Kuiuan 
Ca^iolic tenets, wmdi Ins fomilybad 
only renounced in his &ther*t time^ 

When the civil wars broke out, 
Pevcril of the IVak, proud from pedi- 
gree, and brave by constitution, raised 
a regiment for the king, and shewed 
Upon seTcaral occasiom more capacity 
to oommand than men had heretofore 
given him credit for. In the midst of 
the civil turmoil, he fell in ^ove with, 
and married, a beautiful aud amiable 
Toung lady of the noble houte of 
Stanley ; but sconung to be allured 
by domestic iuducements, Peveril of 
the Peak fought on for several rmurh 
years of cinl war, until his reg^irnent 
was cut to pieces by Poyntz, Crora- 
well*s ento^rixing and miooessfal ge> 
neral of cavalry. The defeated cava- 
lier escaped to his castellated mansion 
(Martindalp Castle), which suffer«Ml 
severely trom the cannon Cromwell 
" brought against it : it at length sur- 
rendered, and %r Geoffrey Dectoie a 
(Misontir ; but his Hbert3r wai mtored 
upon a promise of remaining a peace- 
ful subject to the commonwe^th in 
future. 

But his forced nrondse did not nre- 
vent him from joining the Earl of 

Perhy. He witnessed also the final 
df'feat of \Vorcest^»r, wliore he M as a 
second time madej)risoner, and nearly 
fthared with the £^rl of Derby his ex- 
ecution at Bolton-le-Moor* But 
Geoffrey's life was preserred by the 
interest of a tVif^nd, who possesf^*»(l in- 
fluence in the councils of Oliver. — 
This was a Mr. Bridgenorth, a gen- 
tleman of middling quality, who, 
when youn^, attendwl tlie same school 
•with the lioir of the Peverils. A sort 
of coinpaniimshi]), if not intlnuirv, 
took place betwixt them. Mr. liridj^e- 
north did not, however, carry his 
comphusance so far as to embrace Sir 
Geoffrey's side during the civil war, 
but hpfanic a decided Roinidhoad, and 
ail friiuidly intercourse betwixt them 
was abruptly broken asunder. This 
vaa done with the less acrimony, as 



8ir Oeoffin^ was abnoet oanttantly ui 
the field, while Major Brfdgenotflk 

resided chiefly in London, and on}j 
occjtsionally visited Moultrassie Miilf, 
which was but two miles- distant from 
Martindale Oastle, for the purpose of 
seeiiigf his wife and family. 

Upon these visits he learned witt 
plrnsiir**, that Ladv I^cveril liad sliewn 
much kindness to Mrs. IJridijfenorth, 
and had actually given her and her 
family shelter in the castle wben 
Moultrasate Hall was threatened wtft 
pillage by a body of Prince RuperCs 
lll-discipnnfMl c;n r\1ier:s. 

Major Bridjifenorth determiiud to 
rq>ay the obligation) a» far a& he 
cmda without hurt to hiinself, and it 
was chiefly owing to his mediation, 
that Sir Geoffrey s life was saved after 
Worcester battle. Hp obtained him 
permission to compound for his estate, 
and, finally, when, in order to raise 
the money to pay the fine hy wbkfi 
be had been punidied, the knight was 
obliged to sell a considerable portion 
of his patrimony. Major Bridgenorth 
became the purchaser, and that at a 
larger price than had been paid to any 
cavalier under sudi drcumstanoes* bf 
a member of the Comnnttee for *Se^ 
questrations. 

In thi" lieginning of the vear 1658, 
Major iiridgenortn was cliildless ; ere 
it ended, be bad a daughter, indeed, 
but her hirtb was parSiased by the 
death of an affectionate wife. The 
same voice which told Bridg-enorth 
that he was father of a living child, 
(it was the friendly voice of Lady Pe- 
veril,) communicated to him the me- 
boidioly intelligence that lie was no 
foncfer a husband. The feelings of 
Major IJridg-cTiorth n rrr strong and 
deep, rather than hasty luid vehement; 
and his grief assumed the form ol a 
sullen stupor, from which ndther the 
friendly remonst ranees of Sir Geoffrey, 
w]io did not fail to be with his neii^h- 
bour at . tills distressing^ conjunct ure, 
even tliough lie knew he mast meet 
the Pre&mrterian pastor, nor the 
ghostly exhortations of this latter 
person, were able to rouse the unfiw- 
lunate widower. 

Without detaining tlic n adt r s at- 
tention longer on this painful theio^ 
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undertook the. auti«s jif a .mother

against him. I'iiat having been pre- 
vailed upon to violate his oath, he 
was seized with an agony of Blind,

which remained till Ins death. That 
he received for his trouble thirty 
pounds, paid him in half-crowns ; aocl 
that lie took from tfie King's pocket 
an orange stuck with cloves, and a 
handkerchief After selling the orange 
for ten shillings, he returned home to 
his wife, in Ko.seniary Lane, about 
six o'clock at night, and gave her 
what he had eanied. That he fdl 
sick soon afti»', and died in a most de- 
plorable mRnner. That the Sheriff 
of London sent in great store of wine 
for his funeral ; but, that the indi|;- 
nation of the people was so tioIoS^ 
that they would scarcely sulStr his 
body to be interred. At length, hew- 
ever, he was, witli areat difficulty, 
carried to Whitechapel church-yard, 
and there btiried ; and hnaUy, that 
the man who waited upon him wh6i 
he gave the fiital stroke^ was aragnudi 
in Rosemary Lane. 

N<tH-, in order tf) ascertain, as far 
as i>ossible, the autlienticity of this 
narration, I had the curiosity to ex- 
amine the register of bunala at 
Whitechapel, to see whether or no 
Kiich a m:m w;is really buried there at 
that time. The following entry goes

a|)peared on the Eng-h'^h staire. Her 
history is toldLXd the following extract 
,froni Count de ^ra'mmontVMemoirs^ 
ni4, page 

"The Earl of Oxford fell in love' 
with a handsome, ffrliceful plavrr. 
Ivho" acted to perfection; but she, 
being strictly virtuous, rejcrcted all his 
aadrewes and presents^ This unex- 
pected renstance still inoftf inflaniin«r 
Ins passion, he had rccx)urse to stra- 
tJisfem, anfl in the first place offered to 
give lipr a promise of marriage, signed 
in due form with liis own hand, on 
condition liiat slie would submit to 



his wishes; hut tinding that she re- 
fused to accede to this proposal, hti 
vent next momiug to lier lodgings^ 
with a parson and another man, and 
in presence of whom, and one of hcf 
fellow-players, they were married and 
so forth. Soon after, however, it 
turned out that the pretended |)arsoii 
was one of mj 1ord*9 trumpeters, and 
the witness his kettle^rummer, who 
was sent out of the way as soon ;i8 
thf c4?remony was over ; and as for 
the otlier witness, she was fac'd dow'n 
that her fricud merely fancied she was 
married Ifi some part of a pi ay. 'Twas 
io no purpose thsit the poor abusc<r 
creature threw herself at tlw^ king"^ 
feet, and |)r;M ed for redress ; she was 
obliged to resumt; her old name, in- 
stead of being, calleil Countess of Ox- 
ford, and to console' herself far th« 
wrong she had suffered by tlie receipt 
of a perision of 3001. per annum, which 
his majesty compelled the earl to settle 
upon her.'' . " 

The inc^ent ofnthe lady's death in 
oonseqiiehoe' of the deceit, seems to 
hare been added by the noTfeli>t to 
deepen the pathos of the narrative, for 
I do not find thcat our stnge-histories 
mention any such catastrophe.

THE AXCIENT VESSEL. 

SiR,^There having* been much of 
sp^ulation, as to the a «re of the ancient 
ship lately disco^ r red -ti tlie old bed 
of the River RoiIk i , near Matham in 
Kent, arjd also as to the country to 
which she belonged, 1 felt con^derable 
anxiety for the opening* of the exhibi<r 
tion room (which is situate on the 
Surrey side of Waterloo Bridire) in 
order that I mi;(iit he enabled to form 
some judgment an to the probable cor- 
rectness of any one of the variety of 
opinions which have htea broached 
upon this interestittg subject. Per- 
haps, then, some observations connect- 
ed with her iorni and bni'd may not 
be unacceptable tq thpse of your read- 
ers, who may wish to see this' relic of 
antiquity, but whose habits of thinkv 
ing may not lead them to judge of its 
j^.rf. froin their M'ant of knowledge of 
1 hi |)i ' l: I ( ss and peculiarities of naval 
architecture. ; 

To ascertain the dale of hef sob^ 
mernon, from the articles found ia 
her, would be a hopeless task ; tliat 
they .'ire sufficiently rude to stamp her 
with high autiquity is certain ; but 
this may have arisen from the poverty 
of the Q^mman^er of tile veBs«|| 
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\hc state of tlic mnnufarturpr^ of 
fJle oountry to which she belonged ut 
the time she sunk. The fashion also 
of the wearing apparel (siiocs) has, 
i()0, beeu broug^ht forward to prove 
her age: hut f;i>!ii.>n i> so nrbitrary, 
as U «"(tnrerns times ;iiid countries, that 
noriiuig- can be gathered from this 
a^)proachiog to certainty. . We must 
l^task consult the local liistorj Qf the 
spot where she was found, consider 
the probable carisp of her loss, and the 
peculiarities of her construction, in 
order to j(ive some clue to her ag^e, 
and the country to wl>ich slie be- 
longed. 

It is on record,* that in the year 

1287, a violent storm nnd flood took 
phice on the coasts of Kent and S un- 
isex, which broke down the banks of 
the Kother, changed the course of 
that river, flooded the surrounding 
country, and, by this, destroyed the 
Town of Winciielsea. , 

The vessel in question bavins: hem 
found in a part of tite river wliich, it 
is known, has not been navigable for 
aome centuriesi, renders it probable 
that she suffered from the effects of 
thi^i storm : by being driven about 
and then strik"m:r on some bard sub- 
stance, a hole was made in her bot- 
tom ; that ^he was wrecked is evident 
jfiroin tlui drcutnatance, as wd\ as from 
the skeleton remains of human beings, 
and otlier anii\inls lound in her (which 
are exhibited in glass rases). To ren- 
der tliis oi)ini()n the more proJjiible, it 
is hardly to be doubtetl, if she had 
been stnk when that part of the river 
continued to be navigable, means 
"^vould have been em|)loyed to raise 
hpr, to prevent the navinfation being" 
stopped by the wreck. VV'e niav, 
therefore, I think, fairly conclude . 
tliat she had remtunedin that situation, 
irbenoc she has been taken, from, at 
least, 1287. 

Before I attempt to draw any con- 
pliiHions froju her build, it will be bet- 
ter to state her dimensions and form. 
She ii 78 feet 8 inches lung, and 15 
6et broad ; the head and stem are 
"nearly alike, being round ; she has a 
flat bottom, without a keel, and her 
sides incline outwards. Wlien it h 
fpnsidcjpcd liiat she had but pn£ uia«>t, 



and, probablr, no bowsprit, it must 
be evident, 1 rum her great lengtli and 
comparative want of breadth, thiittjie 
eouM not be employed on long'te' 
voyages. But there arc some pecu- 
liarities in her construction which 
shew that slie was a l>utcb or Fle^iiish 
vessel, and probably eirif)]oved in 
TRAPE. Her narrow breiiith seerat 
to point oat that she w4i so conv 
structed to pms easily into the dvkes 
she has transom^ or bori^iontal tim- 
bers, both in the lie;id nnd iri flie 
stern^ a method of construction pecu- 
liar to the Dutch ; and she is caulked 
with moss, a practice which has exist* 
ed from time imroemoriid, and which 
Dorv exists among the people. 

The planks oT this vessel are, irf 
some instances, li) ieet in length, and 
2 feet 7 inches in breadth. Tliis has 
induced persons to believe that th^ 
timlxar whence they were converteil 
was chesnut ; but their blackened state, 
from the union of iron with gallio 
acid, proves that they are oak- 

From the aforegoing drcumstaacos 
we may come to the conclusion, thaf 
the vessel in question is Dutch, built 
of <»ak, and that she probjiblv foun- 
dered in the year I-2S7. It is to he 
rcinarkexl, however, that <-(»Tiiecture 
may carry, with some plausibility, 
h» age much iSiffther bacfc; henoe 
some persons hut^ considered her a 
Koninn galley; and. In a pjnnphlet 
w hieh is sold at the place of exhibition, 
it Is coiijectured that she was one of 
the Danish fleet which was defeatdl 
by Alfred, end 'some of the. sInpA 
wrecked, in the vi ai 893. 

To the mind that can grasp aud 
apply old objects to new pnrp<Kes, it 
will become a question wIiiIki tlit 
comparative dimenslous and torm uf 
this andent vessel are not, in our 
times, admirably adapted to a steam 
boat.

anthor understands of water, accord- 
ingf to Homer and Thales, the first 
principle of this universe ; and the 
acorn is put for any kind of fruit 
proper for human aliment. 

FiQ. l\. — The winged young man 
managing the horse, represents the 
DcfflOQ, 01 Geaiuii, which Jamblichus 



and others believe to preside over the 
generation and actions of men. 

Via. \\h — Supposing the explica- 
tions given alK)ve, the elevation of the 
cock's foot pliiinly signifies the heat 
of the sun raising the foot or stalk of 
the corn, when he is in the sign of 
tlie ram. 

Fig. tV. — ^Thisis a very chimerical 
structure, which was engraved on a 
cornelian ; the author iin;igines it to 
involve a symbolical adumbration of 
the city of Rome and its founders. 
For by the serpent at the top is de- 
noted the coming of ifilneaji into Italy, 
after he had seen a great snake near 
his father's toml), in Sicily ; the sow 
which has had litters, indicates the sa- 
crifice oifere<! by iEnefts after his ar- 
rival at the place where Ascanius af- 
terwards founded the city of Albft ; 
or, since it was customary with tl>e 
ancients, at entering into leaguttt or 
treaties, to sacrifice a sow, perhaps

Some recent Parliamentary Discus- 
sions havings directed tlie public atten- 
tion to this remarkable edifice, we 
have been induced to present our rea- 
ders with a view of it. 

The town of Brighton has lonef been 
pecaliarly distinguished by marks of 

, his majesty's favour, and on the site 
of the present palace he caused to be 

■ erected in 1784 a simple unostentatious 

. building', which was called the Marine 
Pavilion, and inhabited by him during 
Ms Occasion^ visits to the sea coast. 
It was, however,^ rather adapted for 
the pleasant retreat of a private gen- 
tleman, than for the Court of a Sove- 
reign, and therefore plana for its ex- 
teasioD litve l>eeu gradually developing 
for lonae years past ; but as it stands 
amongst buildings in the very heart of 
Brighton, where ground is particularly 
valuable, vast sums were unavoidably 
ei|euded in procuring the necessary 

- naee, and the obstinacy of some of 
tha proprietors of tenements reuder^

Most of these difficulties, however, 
having at length been overcome, the 
present building wjis commenced early

Tlie repetition of this singular admo- 
nition, added to the rcujarkahly fine 
writing of the letter, rather {uvakened 
his grace's curiosity, and he gave the 
fetter to an intimate friend, who had 
It in his pocket when he received the 
news of his grace's accident. These 
warnings, by the consents of the two 
letters, it seems, were given to the 
writer, with several circumstantial in- 
cidents, and at different periods ; and 
although, as he professed, he M'as en- 
tirely a stranger to the duke, yet the 
impression made upon his n^ind wa^ 
indelible.*' 



The wife of Mr. Adams, a respectable 
farmer at Sawston, near Cambridge,

she could not even mend them, A gkl 
that resided iu the house, about fifteen 
years of age, had literally nothing but 
the body part of her gown remaining", 
all the skirts having fallen off as sfie 
moved about. A ladv, who had been 
a few weeks on a visit at Sawston, 
called at tlie house one day, with se- 
veral other persons : she had on a new 
coloured gown, imd after being there 
about a quarter of an hour, discovered 
two large holes and a long rent in dif- 
ferent parts of it, and being consid©-^ 
rably alarme<i at the unaccountable 
affair, immediately left the house ; du- 
ring her stay, the apparel of several 
other persons was torn or rent in like 
manner. 'I'iiis very extraordinary oc- 
currence became the subject of dis- 
course all over Cambrijge, and we 
havel nojdoubt half the towir went to 
Sawston to witness its strange opera- 
tions.

HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH STAGE. 



Section I. — The above cnt is the 
first of a series intended to illustrate 
the rise and progress of the English 
Theatre, a subject which everv one 
must feel interested in who ad'mires 
the literature of his country, and con- 
siders that a flourishing Drama is one 
of the surest marks of a nation's ad- 
vance in civilization and refinement. 
In order to render our notices com- 
plete, and afford the reader clear ideas 
upon the matter, it will be necessary to 
carry back our researches to a some- 
what remote period ; and to preface 
our remarks with some local details 
respecting the sites of our early Thea- 
tres, and a few words on the state of 
the English Stage in the IfJth century. 

The Drama, before the time of 
Shakspeare, was so little cultivated in 
England, that it is unnecessary to 
carry our enquiries much higher. In 
fact, there are not more than 30 or 40 
plays extant which were composed 
previous to his commencing dramatic 
writer, scarcely half-a-dozen of which' 
. will bear a second perusal. Those 
readers, howe\'er, who are desirous of 
sering some specimens of these per- 
formances, are referred to "Hawkins's 
English Drama," and ** Dodsley'i 
OiaPlayg." 



Our first dramas, which were either 
allegorical, or founded upon passages 
of Scripture, were called Mysteries or 
Moralities, and were represented in or 
near churches by persons connected 
with the Ecclesiastical establishment. 
At an early period, however, there 
were r^ular performers, who lived 
by their profession, though it is not 
very easy to detenninc wlien it became 
common and established ; but at the 
commencement of Elizabeth's reign, 
the London players b^an to perform 
in temporary theatres or scaffolds, 
erected in the yards of inns, such a« 
the Cross Keys in Gracechurch Street, 
the Bull in Bishopsgate Street, and the 
Belle Sauvage on Ludgate Hill. The 
form of these rude play-houses appeart 
to be retained in uur modern theatres ; 
the galleries or boxes are ranged over 
each other on three sides of the build- 
ing, the yard bears a sufficient resem- 
blance to the pit, and we may presume 
that the stage was raised in this area 
on the fourth side : thus, in fine 
weather, a playhouse not incommo- 
dious might have been formed. The 
fanatical spirit of the time took alarm 
at these abominations ; and we leara 
from a pamphlet published in the 17tli

•THE ROCKING STONES, OK MOVEABLE MOUNTAINS. 

f HE rocking sfone, or loijan, is ci 
stone of a prodiafious size, so nicely 
poised, that it rocks or shakes with the 
smallei^t force. Several of these stonei 
are to. be seen in Cornwall ; and thera 
ie a wonderful monument of tliis kind 
near the Land's End, which bears the 
nam« of MA IN- AMBER, or the sacred 



stone. With these stones the ancients 
were not unacquainted- Pliny relate* 
that at Harpasa, a town of Asia, 
there was a rock of such wonderful 
nature, that, if touched witli the fin- 
ger, it would shake, but could not he 
moved fron] i^s place with the whole 
force of the body. Ptolemy Hepliis- 
tion raentiont! a stone of this descrip- 
tion near the Ocean, which was agi- 
tated when (4ruck by the stalk of the 
plant asphodel, or dav-lily, but could 
not be removed by a great exertion of 
force. Another is cited by Apollo- 
liius Rhodius, supposed to have Iwcu 
r;iiHed in the time of the Arg-nnauts, 



of the two-Aving^ed sons of Borcait 
slain by Hercules ; and there are 
others in China, and in other countries. 

Of ^hf rockinj^ stones to be found 
in different parts of Great Britain, 
some are natural, and otJiers artificial, 
or placed in their position by human 
art. That tlie latter are monuments 
erected by the Druids cannot be diflibti- 
ed i but tradition has not handed down 
the precise purpose for Avhicb they 
were inteixlt'd. In the jiarish of St.

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HISTORY QF TJIE ENGLISH STAGE. 



Sectfos II. — This cut w copied from 
the same rare Map as that i^iven in 
jJumber 20, of which, in fact, it forms 
an immediate continnation, shewing 
the appearance of the western extre- 
mity of Bankside in the 16th century, 
and offering a carious contrast to the 
present statt of that quarter of the 
metropolis. The site of Paris-Garden 
Stairs, previously noticed, is distin- 
euished by the letter D-* and it will 
he seen that the thinly-scattered build- 
inofs reached but a little way beyond 
it. What is now called Blackfriars' 
Road, was then but a way across the 
fiHds; if, indeed, there then existed 
any road at all in that direction. 

The rae^e for Bear-baiting prevailed 
in the I6th century amone all orders 
pf peQple. It was one or the diver- 
sions Queen Elizabeth partook of 
iiiring her visit to Keiiilworth,in 1576; 

Paris-Garden Stairs, opposite Ptid- 
dle Dock, were in exislence till the yeai^ 
Ifilfi, when the site was purchased by a 
Krr.

MURDER OF 

In the blact andaU of crime md crii- 
dty there occur few details of perfidy 
and deliberatie villainy more extraordi- 
nary than the narrative of Mr. Pcnnv's 
murder, at Clemen t s Inn, by his do- 
mestic, James Hall. 

Hall, who M'aa the son of a farmer 
in Hamp!(hire, after passw^ his boyish 
days in the occupations of hntibandry, 
repaired to London, where he lived 
for scleral years with a corn dealer, 
during wbidi time his conduct was 
urrticceptionable. On quitting this* 
Mtuation, he entered the senTce of 
Mr. Penny, a gentleman reaidincf in 
rhambers in Clement's Inn, of which 
h« was what is termed the Principal. 
With him he lived 9even years, and 
was hij^hly esteemed by his master, 
who always treated him with great 
indulg^ence, and frequently pres«'nted 
Imn with sums of money beyond tlie 
actual amount of his wa^es. 

In this f>ervice Hall remained seven 
years. At first he was extrcmelv re-

gfular in his deportment, t)nt fjnluckily 
contracting- soitie loose acquaintance, 
he became involved in cfebt, and rrt 
other respects greatly embarrassed in 
his aflfairs, havingf, it is said, marri«l, 
TWO women, in different quartefH of .

a discoverv. Under these circum-' 
stances, he foVmed the determination tor 
murder and plunder his master and' 
quit England; and althougrh severtt 
times whert had determined to effect 
his purpose his re<iolution ffiiled hrm, 
he at length completed the barbai^oil » 
deed on the 7th June, 1741.

The first two stood in Curtain Road, 
f^horeditch. Stuwe, in his Survey of 
ILondon, says tlierawae fonaerly in 
iftis neiffhbourhood a famofis weU ea(« 
led Holy- Well,* and a vcfy antient 
building, called The Priory of St. 
John the Baptist, which being pulled 
down on the suppression of Monas- 
teries, &c. in the reign of Henry Sth., 
inany houflca were erected there, Ibr 
the lodging of noblemen; and near 
thereunto are huildcd two public 
liouses for acting Comedies, 'JVagc- 
dies, and Histories, whereof the op^ 
is called the Curtain, the otlter the 
TaBATRB,both fttandipg on the aoutl^ 
west side towards the fields.'* We be- 
lieve no stage-historian has before 
torrectlv pointed out the situation of 
the latter house, aboutM'hich there have 
been many discussions. Malone con- 
fessei that he was imahle to ascertain 
its sitofttion ; Dr. Drake, in hit 
" Shakspeare and his Tiroes,'^ with- 
out the slightest authority, supposes it 
to have been in Blackfriars ; Mr.

THE GUILDHALL GIANTS. 

(Jig ANTio figures of wicker-work usu- 
ally formed part of the pageants an- 
ciently displa^'fd on festive occasions 
in various parts of the king"(loni, and 
it is scarcely doubtful that the stupen- 
dous figures in Giiildhall, London, 
commonly called Gog and Magoo, 
were manufactured principally for the 
purpose of being carried m the Lord 
Mayor^s Show. The city arclnves, 
however, aHord no trace of the period 
when they were . originally formed. 
The little that is known re^^pecting 
them has been carefully condensed by 
Mr. Hf i, in his rerently-published 
work on ** Ancient Myst<*ries," from 
which we triuiscribe the following 
particulars : — 

TKe statues now existing are of 
qODiparativeljf recent construction, ac- 
cording; to n rare work calle<l "The 
Gigantit'k Historvof the Two Famous 
Giants in Guildhall, London," 1741, 
which says : — Before the present 
Giants inhabited Guildhall, there were 
two made only of wicTcer-work and 
pasteboanl, put together with cfreat 
art and ingenuity "; and thoi^ two ter- 
rible^oViifitial Giants had the honour 
yeai^f'i to 'grace my Lord MSsyor^ 



Show, being earned in great triumpH 
in the time of the Pageant* ; and 
wiien tbat emiimit anoual eervies 
was over, ireinounted tiiar stations iir 
Guildhall ; till, by reason of theii* 
Terr great age, old Time, with th^ 
help of a number of city rats and 
mice, had eaten up all their entrails.

History op thf. English Staor, 
Section 6. — The site of the seventh 
house in our list, the VV'iiiTEFiir aus, 
lav between the eastern tfnte (►f the 
Temple and Water Lane, Fleet Streets 
It was a small building, and very an- 
cient, l>ein^ enumerate*! by a writer 
in 1H2S, as one of the playliouses pul- 
led down by the *'ciUitious citizens" 
in l.'VSO (vide pag^e lo i). So few and 
indistinct are the notices of it, that 
an utter 'blank occurs in its history, 
from this period till July 1<)]3, when 
a license wiis o^ranted by James 1st. 
fur the erection of a new playhouse 
here, and we niay therefore conclude 
with some appearance of probability 
that it remained in ruins during the 
interval. The license, however, was 
not acte*! upon till the year 1(329, 
when a Theatre \v:\a erected under it» 
authority in Salisbury Court, and not 
on the site of the old house, as has 
erroneously been asserted by some 
writers. 'A company calliMl the PiMuce's 
Servants pertbrnitHi there, until the 
Kevoiution put a i^eneral stop to dra- 
matic exhibitions, when the house re- 
uiained dotted till the Kestt^ratii^n.

the Whitefriars, and the Cockpit, ia 
Drury. Lane, were called Private 
7Mieatres, The distinguishing niarkj* 
of a j>rivate from a public theatre in 
those days, it is not now verv easy to 
ascertain; we know only tiiat thej 
were smaller thani^thc public ones, 
and, unlike them, presented their perr 
forniances by candle-light, being roofed 
over, while the others were partly- 
open to the weather. The Pits also 
were furnished with benches, which 
was not the case at the public theatres. 
The Black friars was built between th« 
years 1.570 and ].>S0, and its site was 
on or near to the spot where now 
stfinds Apothecaries' Hall, at the 
southern side of which there is yet 4. 
place called Playhouse Yard. 

'i'his Theatre and the Globe be- 
longed to the same set of actors, who 
played at the two houses alternately, 
and were called the King'-. Servants, 
having been granted a license to per- 
form by James 1st, in l(i03. ^Plri^ 
company, of which Shakspeare was a 
iiicml)er, continued for a long series 
of years to enjoy a very flourishing 
state of atTiiirs, tor their eut«rtainnient8 
being uiore rational, and the actinjj^ 
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Bitter, flmi it tn^ •tiMr thcMnu iitt 
audieneet^m naturally WMf rilMd, 
and the establfohment alt<^ether W4ts 
lookff! npon as the most reputable in 
the metropolis. The performers, like 
ihe other members of the Royal 
Honaehold, were tiront kilQ office, 
and each man was allowed four yards 
' of bastard scarlet for a cloak, with a 
quarter of a yiird of velvit Ibr 4lii 
cagie, every secijud y^itr. 

Tmb Port V KB, which stood in 
Golden Lanoj and took its name from 
ataifttin^^ or statin a^f Fortmii phMiil 
MiiiiDnt of it, was built by Edward 
Alleyft the player, in the year 1600, 
at an expense of 5^1. a consulprnhle 
STim in those day*. On the 2^th De- 
cember, 1621, it took tire at 12 o clock 
al ni^it, atril OiitetMior wii talaiiy 
consumed in two faonri. It wax 
alK)rtly after rebuilt upon an enlarged 
scale, and the company continued to 
perform there till February, 1648, 
when a peremptory order for suppres-

A strong kind of gibbet was erect- 
ed, under which a fierce fire was kin- 
djed i and the prisoner, being brought 
to the place, was suspended from the 
gibbet m a large iron cage, in which 
were also placed sixteen wild cats, 
wTiich had been caught for the pur- 
y»os«. When the torment of the 
ilames began to be unbearable, the 
furious animalK attacked the woman, 
as the caufie of the agony they en- 
dured. In about fifteen minutes they 
♦ore out her eyes and entrails, yet 
still she continued alive and sensible, 
imploring some charitable spectator 
to put her quickly to death, but no 
0D« d.iring to comply with lier en- 
treaties, 8h« remaiiied in this frightful 
bitoation for the space of thirty-five 
minutes, and then died in unspeak- 
i*ble misery. At the time oi her 
death, twdve of the cats had expired, 
and the other four survived but a 
minute or two longer-

argued a prodigious force of mind,and 
made it probable, that he n)ight be ca- 
pable of inakin|f important discoveries • 
These insinuations had {uich an effect 
upon the king that he consented to 
what the duke desired, which in the 
end j)roved disadvantageous to them 
all; for it brought discredit upon %he 
roval character, an indelible load of 
infamy upon the duke, and ultimately 
produced Blood's ruin. — Blood was 
no sooner acquainted that he was to 
be introduced to the royal presence, 
than he conceived immediately be stood 
indebted for this honour to the notion 
the king, or some about him, had of 
bis intrepidity, and therefore was not 
at all at a loss about the part he was 
to act, and on the acting or which well 
his life depended He is allowed on 
all hands to have performed admirably 
upon this occasion; he answered 
whater^er his majesty demanded of 
hire clearly, and without reserve; \m 
did not pretend to capitulate or make 
terms, but seemed rather pleased 
throw his life into the king's ha nda b y- 
an open and boundless eonimii^m 
He took care, however, to pri p oa im i r > 
hit majesty in his favour, by taric]^Q»» ^ 
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and those rery artful, motiioJfJ. At thtf 
same time that he laid himself open to 
the law, he absolutely refused! to im- 
peach others ; while "he majrnified the 
spirit and resolution with which his 
party hud always acted atfainst mo- 
narchy, he inRinuated his own and 
their veneration for the person of the 
king ; and, thoug-h he omitted nothing 
that might create a belief of his con- 
teiiiiiing death, yet he expressed Infi- 
nite awe and respect for a monarch, 
who had condescended to treat him 
with such unusual indulg-ence. Jn 
thort, the particulars of this examina- 
tion were very curious. 

It was foreseen by the Duke of Or- 
mond, as soon as he knew the king- 
designed to examine him, that Blood 
had no cause to fear ; and indeed such 
an impression did his story and beha- 
viour make on the mind of his sove- 
reign, that he was not only pardoned, 
but set at liberty, and had a pension 
eiven him to subsist on- This con- 
duct of his majesty, towards so high 
and notorious an offender, occasioned 
much speculation and many conjec- 
tures ; of these nome are still preserv- 
ed, amongst which the sentiments of 
Sir Gilbert Talbot are very sensible, 
who seems to think the king's appre- 
hen^iions determined him.* IJIood's in- 
terest was, for some time, very great 
at court, where he solicited the suits 
of many of the unfortunate people of 
his party with success; but, as this 
gave great offence to some worthy 
persons while it lasted, so, after the 
disgrace and falling to pieces of the mi- 
nistry called the Cabal, it began quickly 
to decline ; and perhaps his pension 
also was ill paid, for we find him again 
amongst the malecontents, and acting 
in favour of popular measures, that 
were displeasing to the court. In 
this manner he spun out between niije 
and ten years, sometimes about the 
court,, sometimes excluded from it,. 
always uneasy, and in some scheme or 
other of an untoward kind, till at last 
he was treated in his own way, and

either circumVeate<i by hii own instrH-^ 
ments, or drawn within the vortex of 
a sham plot, by «on»e who were too 
cunning even for this master in his 
profession. It seems there were cer- 
tain people who had fornjed a design 
of fixing an imputation of a scanda- 
lous nature upon the Duke of Buok- 
ingham, who was then at the head of 
a vigorous opposition against the 
court, and who, notwithstandinjf ht 
hnd always courted and protected the 
Fanatics, had not, in respect to his 
moral character, so fair a reputation 
as to render any charge of that kind 
incredible. But whether this was 
conducted by Colonel Blood, whether 
a coijnter-plot was set on foot to de- 
feat it and intrap Blood, or whether 
sonje whisper thrown out to nlariji 
the duke, led him to secure himself by 
a contrivance of the same stamp, bel- 
ter concerted and more effectually ex- 
ecuted; so, however, it was. that his* 
grace, who was formerly so much »' 
patron of the colonel, thought it re-i 
quisite, for his own safety, to contri>: 
bute to his ruin. The court of king k- 
hench convicted him upon a criminal 
information for the conspiracy, and 
committed him to prison ; and * whih 
in custody there, he was charged with 
an action of scandalum niagnatum, at 
the suit of the Duke of Buckingham, 
in which the damages were laid so higk 
as 10,0001. but, notwithstanding this. 
Blood found bail, and was di8chargl^d 
from his imprisonment. He then re- 
tired to his hou^e in Bowling Alley.*. 
Westminster, in order to take measures 
to deliver himself out of these diffi-. 
culties ; but, finding fewer friends than 
he expected, and meeting with other 
and more grievous disappoiutinents. 
he was so much affected, as to fall 
into a distemper that speedily threat- 
ened his life He was attended in his 
sickness by a clergyman, who fmind 
him sensible but reserved, declarin(f 
he was not at all afraid of death. In 
a few days he fell into a lethargy, and 
Wednesday, August 24, in^O, he de- 
parted this life. On the Friday fol- 
lo^ring he was privately but decently 
interred in the new chapel in Tothill 
Fields.

from the Bills of Mortality, appear 
to be attended with those advantages 
to the female sex that might reasona- 
bly be expected to arisefrom the union 
of modern physiological theory with 
practice ; sine*, in the thirty years 
from 1728 to 17.58, during which 
women were almost exclusively erar 
ploye<l, out of 759,122 deaths, only 
6,481 took place^in child-bed, or rather 
more than eight in a thousand ; while 
in the eight years from 1807 to 1814, 
when men-mid wives were as exclusive- 
ly employed, out of 1 47,.'i(M deaths, 
there were 1404 in child-bed, or little 
less than ten in a thousand, which 
when extended to the mortalitv of the 
whole kingdom, is aia tnmitl mcpeafie 



pf 250 deaths in ehild-bed . Thi» cm 
scarcely be attributed to any other 
cause, than that the apothecary is un- 
consciously led to unduly h<uten Ute 
delivery, or that he ^.erves as a medium 
pf communicating febrile contagion, 
to which females at audi a periuil are 
peculiarly liable.'" 

Mbdicinkh, says the same writr, 
must in most cases be made unpalat- 
able, lest the patient should conceire 
himself to lie furnished with mert 
slops, for the sake of a charge being 
uiade!!

TO TEMPER STEEL. 
A correspondent says, ** Harinf 
bought a handsome Icnife, and paid 
handsomely for it, I found thiit 
whenever I attempted to cut wood, 
or any hard substance, the edge broke. 
This accident, often repeated, mn 
made a mere saw of my blade. 1 
complained to the cutler, who verr 
seriously assured me that it was asiire 
sign of the goodness of the steel ; he 
finished bv sharpening it, for which 
be charged me sixpence- This grind- 
iiig became so frequently necessary, 
that my knife was reduced to the size 
of a large needle. A new blade was 
then fitted to the handle, but thisaUo 
proved of too brittle a temper, and 
the same accident happenea to it. 
My patience now became exhausted, 
and 1 almost despaired of ever posses- 
sing a serviceable knife, when an iti- 
nerant grinder of scissars gave me an 
effectual receipt, viz. — to plunge the 
blade up to the handle in boiling fat, 
for two hours, and then, taking it 
out, to let it cool gradually. 1 fol- 
lowed his directions, and my knife 
now cuts the Ivardcst wood without 
being damaged : its edge resists eveq 
bone."

On another occasion, the wlet de 
chanibre who announced liim to the 
Emperor, having requested him to 
wait till M. de Colonne, who was in 
conference with his Majesty, had quit- 
ted his cabinet, he in a rage seized a 
stool, which he threw at a chandelier, 
and which, haring broken it to pieces, 
struck against a pier-glass, which was 
shivered by th^ stroke. At this unex- 
pected noise Buonaparte ran out, 
and received from the general, wlio 
was irritated almost to madness, the 
bitterest and most unmeasured re- 
proaches. " Is it then for emigrants," 
cried he, *' that the defenders of the 
country arc put aside! Is it to caress 
the enemies of the national throne 
that its supporters are humbled ! 
Wt-ll,*" continued he, growing more 
and more an?ry, and resuming with 
the emperor tnc tope of familiarity to 
which he was used some years berore, 
**you always will follow your own 
way ; but you will repent of it. The 
enifgrants! they are traitors; they 
were so to their country, to their Kinif, 
whom they suffered to be murdere(i ; 
they will be so to yourself ; you will 
load them with favours, and they will 
assassinate you, if they have an op- 
portunity." — ^This sally brought upon 
him a temporary exile. 

When Buonaparte was in Germany, 
ii 1805, a celebrated mechanic, named 
Kempfoler, was appointed to exhibit

The plum is a na- 
tive of Asia, and was imported into 
Eurojjc by the Crusaders ; and the 
damascene takes its name from the 
ci ty of Damaseos.

Sir'WalterRaleigrh is wdi 
Icnnwn to have introduced the use of 
tobacco into England ; ht b the per- 
son k'mg Janaes I. hints at, when he 
speaks of the' first author and intro- 
duction of it being then well remem- 
bered and is said to hRTebeea so par- 
lial to it, tliat he took, sajs a nearly 
contemporary writer, ^* a pipe of to- 
bacco a little before he went to the 
scaflfbld, whicli some formal persons 
were scandalized at ; but I tliink, ' he 
adds; ^twrn well and properly done 
to settle his spirits/' The same au- 
tlior adds the following curious Miec- 
dotes on thi>?

The life and unfortunate dc^th of 
liizziu, the favourite of Queen Mary, 
with tlie preqediu^ and nieoeeding^ par- 
•&ea]m of the event, are, no doubt, 

known to most of our readers : but, 
rj)nsidcring' the following- brief sketdi 
to contain some additional interesting' 
features of the transaction, we fell it 
encumbent on us to' lay it before our

A far greater quantity of 
farinacc(jus food can be raised on an 
api:e of ouud planted with potatoes. 



tbav sown with any kind of gram. It 
is not uncommon to liave a return of 
forty for one. They are not so hearty 

a food as corn, but no man will ever 
perish for hunger who can have po- 
tatoes. 

Potatoes abound with an insipid 
juice, wluch induces some to think 

that they are not very nutritious. 
Facts, however, are against tbis opi- 
nion. Some of the 5;foutest men we 
know, are brought up ou milk and 
potatoes* Pr. Person, who has be- 
stowed some pains in analizing thi^ 
root, says, that potatoes and wa- 
ter alone, with conunon salt, can nou- 
rish men completely. They differ ia 
colour and consistence, but riot mate^ 
riall) with r<%ard to theur nntritive 
qualities. 

Some think the jRruj kind are most 
nutritions; but the Irish, who nmst 
be £0od judges, give the preference 
to the roesly. The diiferenoe, how- 
ever, depends miich on the 'mode of 
cooTving them. 

More than lial f the .substance of po-. 
tatoes consists of water, and experi- 
ence, shews, that the mode of cooking, 
wl^eh most diminishes their moistur^' 
is to be preferred. In London, thcj 
are drenched in water and washed be- 
fore they are brought to market, 
which accounts in a great nieasure, 
for the bad quality o^ the London 
potatoes. 

They arc dressed in a variety of 
ways, but sim])le boiling or roasting 
seems to be all the cooking the^' rc- 
(juire, to render tltem a proper sub? 
stitute for breed. 8ome are fond of 
making bread of them. 'IMiis, in my 
opinion, is inarirgboth. Why nianii- 
facture any thing into bread, which 
requires only the iiid of Hre to make 
it such? Nobody thinks of makings 
dough of the bread fruit;! but tlie 
potatoe Ru'ght with as great propriety 
be called the bread root, as it is iq^de 
intt) bread by the same ])rocjess. 

Stewed mutton and potatoes make 
not only a nourishing but a very 
palatable dish. The excess of fat of 
the mutton which, when otherwise 
cooked, sustains great loi^s, is thus 
preserved, by.being absorbed by the 
potatoes. }X is, liowever, to he ob<«

Hones 
are Bometimes fed with potetoes, and 
beoome ver^ fond of there. With the 
addition or a small quantity of hay, 
they are found to be su/ficientJj 
■onrUiing. 

I would b^ leave to reoonuMBfl, 
both to landlords and farmers, a care- 
ful perusal of Earl Wincbelsea's ex» 
cellent letter to Sir John Sinclair, on 
the advantages of cottaf^r's renting 
hmde.

It was written 
by Sir George Methuen Poore to

^"Slr,— rlcan prove, not by theory, 
but practice, the benefit of planting 
potatoes on fallows. In the parish 
where I reside, the whole of which, 
except live acres^ Isniy property, there 
an thirty cottages, eontaSnii^f one 
hnndred and thirty-one poor people. 
1 have, for five or six years past, al- 
lotted, tree from rent, four acres of 



land, intended to be sown with wheat 
tlis foltowiog aotvnm, for the ovt; 
tagen to plant with potatoes,by which 
means each raises from ten to fifteen 
sacks, equal to two hundred and forty 
pounds per sack, yearly, in propor- 
tion to tne number of their chihlreB; 
isadi 1ms not onbr soAelent !for*hltfii^ 
inily, but b euMsd aclso to fat a-plg. 
Tlipy declare, were I to give among 
thcra a hundred pounds, it would not 
be of so much benefit to them ; and it 
is ntft one shilling out ef my pocket, 
ibr I have as good, if not a better 
erop of wheat horn this land, as f 
have from the other part of the teld. 

" The method I take is this : — the 
latter end of November 1 ploogh the 
land.; the frost dnrfaig no wintor 
mellows it : the beginning of March 
following, I plough it again, amd har« 
row it; at both which times I have 
little to do with my horses : I then 
divide it into lots ; a man with a huge 
fiunHy Ins a lai^ger lot than a sinj^ 
person, or One that has onlj two or 
three children, allowing about five 
perches (of 16f feet square) to each ia

— Were this plan 
generally adopted, the labourers would 
consume bu t little corn ; which woldd 
supply the manuiactnring towM^ ant' 
we shonid bavo no occasion to import.* 
As four acres are sufficient for 30f»ir 
milies, it would take but a small quaot 
tity of land from every farm in th^ 
Idngdpm. The way praetisej hefo la 
to plapt the potatoes in fonows, 
eighteen inches apart, and a fopt apart 
in the rows. The land about me is 
of different qualities ; on the lulls

turnips : the potatoes are planted in 
the low land, hvhvj; nearer home. The 
poor at present will not live entirely 
without bread, as many do in Irehui^ 
timigh p«taKMi duly get mtm mm 
More MMt ram; and I am penuaded, 
weie my plan eren*^'*J»lb' 'i<Jnpt<'d, in 
two or three years tlie laliDurerg in 
the country would consume but UtUe 
er no oera.

Many yeani ago a friend of mine t^ent 
a» m'p^taitoe, «fter It liad teeoMael* 
td m an oren, on aoeount ef lis sfn- 
gular iip^urCr I laid it on a shelf 
among some other thincfs of tl)c like 
kind, and was surprised, on removing 
them man^ yeat* «fter, to |M we 
patatoe quite fresh, though ai diy at 
m bene* Oo gratinr it down, tt waa 
perfectly sweet ; and as fit for makinr 
soup, as t)ie day it was roasted. 1 
I4>prebend that nothing made into 
bread wimld liave kept so long.' 

Posterity will haralv believe that a 
scarcity of bread could be felt in Bri- 
tain, at a time wben it was known 
that a sufficient quantity of f«rin;t- 
0eou8 food could be raii^ed iu one 
county for the -inhabitants of the 
whole island. Let proper eneonf age* 
mrnt he ffiven to the culture of poti^ 
,toes, ana set famine at defiance.

ECONOMICAL BREWING. 

Sir, — ^Meeting with tlie foUowing 
parafraph ui*theCirfiile Ftsper, m 
Au^t S, I feel the-^vealest pleasure 

in transcribing it for your usp. The 
process of brewing:, there explained, is 
so economical and easily to be prac- 
tised, that 1 hope it will have aalu- 
tary effect upon yonr readers ; indeed, 
those who hare resd that excellent 
article on Porter, in p. 118 of the Nic- 
Nac, will, no doubt, be f(lad enough 
to know that they can so easily obuu^ 
a whdlesoiUe and cheap b|verage. 

Thb art of brewine is rerr easy to be 
understood, for it n exactly similar to 
the procefs of nakin|f tea* Put a 

handful of malt into a tea-pot ; thf^n 
fill it up with water, the hrst time 
rather under boUinf heat. After it 
has stood for some uSM, pour off the 
liquor, just as you would tea, and'ffil 
iip the pot with boiling water ,* in a 
similar manner ponr that off, and eo 
on filling up and pouring off till inw 
malt in the pot is tasteless, which will 
be the ease when all tiie rirtne is ex- 
tracted. The liquor, or malt- tea 
thus extracted, must then be boiled 
with a few hops in it, and when it 
becomes cool cnouifh, tliat is, about 
blood heat, add a little yea&t to fer* 
inent it^ and the thing is done. Tlis 
is the whole art and .process of brew 
ing-, and to brew a larger quanti^ 
requires just the snjne mode of pro- 
ceeding as it would to make a tea 
breakfast for a regiment of soldiers. 
A peck of malt and four ounces of 
hops will, prodjiec ten quarts of ak^ 
better than any that can he purchased 
In London, and for which purpose a 
tea-kettle and two pan mugs are suf- 
ficient apparatus. A bushel of malt 
to one pound of hops, tirhich will not 
tost above nine shillings, that is six- 
pence a gallon, or three halfpence a 
quart.

Thk most trivial circumstances con- 
nected with the writini^s and actions 
of such a man as Johnson, are deeplf. 
interesting'. It has often been re- 
marked, that some of the exphinations 
which occur in his Dictionary are 
highly curious, from tiiclr bctrayingf 
ilk personal opinionn and prejudices ; . 
others from the blunders they con- 
tain : riTid othrrs' fruni the abstruse- 
ncsa of tlie dehiiitions, \Fhirh, in 
fact, are far more difHcult to be un- 
derstood, ti>aa the. words thef are 
kititoded to Uhistrate. I have sdect-, 
'fld a few specimens of tlicse,* and 
here lay them before the reader, ac- 
companied by such uneoiutejj as pre- 
seoted themselves to my memory.

Siiore wae a ritvemnith, ani 
bit hoiiw always ooatinued in the oc- 
cupation of one of that trade till 
within the last fourteen years, when 
it came into the hands of Mr. Alirer, 
a bootmaiier, who is the pre^ut occu- 
pant. 

TowBR Hill.— Ma^na Britt, 1724, 
pag'e 77, says, "In ihc reiii^n of Ed- 
ward IV. there was a Sc.itiold and 
Oallows set up here by tbe Officers of 
the Tower, for the execution of such 
malefactors as should be condemned 
to suffer from thenc*' ; but, most of 
them having been for many years last 
past, either persons of quality, or 
Otherwise of great note, the g^allows is 
]one since pulled down, but tbe seaf* 
fold remains.'' 



St. Andrew Undbrshapt is focal- 
led, to distinguish it from other 
ehurebes in tbe city dedicated to St. 
Andrew. The reason of the addition 
of Undershaft. was this: — It was a 
custom in old time, upon May Day in 
the morning every year, in this parish, 
to set up a hif h shaft or May-pole in 
the midst of the street, over against 
the south door of this church, which 
was higher than the steeple. Tliis 
practice continued till Evil May- 
Pay, in 1517, when there was an in- 
tnrreetion of the apprentices and other 
young persons against the foreipilfers, 
who had insulted some citizens, and 
much harmed them. Alter this, the 
shaft was never erected, but was laid 
up over the doors of one row of houMs 
in an Aller Gate, called from itSHAPT 
ALbiiT. "Here it lay many venr? ; till 
one St Stephen, Curate of St Katha- 
rine Christ Churd)/ preaching, at Paul s 



rrosp, *aifl that the Shrtft w?it made 
an id©], by iiaunng the Cliurth ok St. 
Andrew from it. This sermon had 
such iniuenoeapon tbe {nbahitaaitaiif 

the houses over whose doors it lay, , 

that in the afternoon of the game Sun- 
day it was pre«u>hed, they sawed the 
shaft in pieces, and divided it amongst 
them ; Imt, though the shaft was de- 
stroyed, the name has continued ever 
since, without any suspitinn of idola- 
try, being only used as a name of die* 
tinction.

This portico leads into a nquare 
court, sunfounded hy brick buildings, 
the western front of which, fkdng the 
entrance, is a very elegapt piece of ar- 
chitecture. Here, in niches in the 
building, are efowl statues of King 
Charles II. and Sir Cutler. The 
latter was a iiuturiuuii miser, and it 
is related of hbn, that he tricked the 
College out of the honour of a statoev 
hy a donation which he afterwards 
charg'ed them in \m books as a debt. 
" I was greatly at a loss, ' says Pen.- 
nant, who relates this anecdote, ** If 
lem why so mudi respect was Bliowiit» 
a character so stigmatised for avarice. 
I think myself much indebted to Dr. 
Warnm for the extraordinary Ixistom-. 
It appears by the annals of the Col- 
lie, mt in the year 1674, a condde^ 
rwle snm of money had been sah> 
scribed by the FeUow's for the erection 
of a new College, the old one hr\vin»^ 
been consumed ia the great 6re ei gl^t 
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years htBare, It aiau appears Uiat Sir ^ 
John Cutler, a nesr ratitioii of Dr. ' 
Whistler, the President, waft desirous 

ofbecomincf a fionefactur. A commit- 
tee was appointpH to wiiU npon Sir 
Jolin, to thank him for his i>iml inten- 
tMms* He accepted their tfaauU, rc- 
iieared his promise^ and spedlied the 
part of the buildiii|^ of vhich he in- 
tended to bear the <»xpense. In the 
year 1680, statues in honour ot the 
Kiiiff and Sir John, were voted by the 
tneinberf, and nine years afterwards, 
tlie C<^Ieg^e bein^ tdien completed, it 
was resolved to borrow monpy of Sir 
John Cutler, to discharg-e the College 
debt ; but the sum is not specified. It 
appears, however, that in 1699, Sir 
John's executors made a demand: on 
the College, of 7,0001 , which sum was 
supposed to incUidf» the money actually 
lent, the money pretended to be given, 
and the interest on botli. Lord Kud- 
nor, however, aiid Mr. Botilfer, Sir 
John Cutler^s executors, were pre- 
vailed on to accept 2,0001. from the 
OoUeg^C, and actualh- rcTnitted tlwj 
Other five; so that Sir John Cutler's 
pFMidse, which he never performed, 
obtaiiMd him this statue, and the liber 
rality of his executors has kept itip 
its place ever since. 3'itt the College 
wisely have obliterated tlie inscription, 
which in the warmth of its gratitude 
it l^ad placed beneath the fi^are: — 

Omnis Culleri cedat labor Amphithcalro. 

This is Mr. Pennant's .incrf^ote, and 
coupled with Pope's character of him, 
certain^ justifies a conclusion by no 
means favourable. It is certain, how- 
ever, that Sir John Cutler was a good 
benefactor to the Groctrr's Company, 
of which he was no Ifss- than four 
times master, and rebuilt great part 
of their Hall after the fire of 1666, 
which they still gratefully commemo- 
rate, by preserving his likeness both in 
marble and on c.invas-, hy wliicli hn 
appears to have been a g^ood- loo king- 
man. He was created a Baronet, 
November 12, 1660, so that he had 
some claim of §fratitudc on the re- 
stored Monarch. He died in \&.r6. 
His kinsman and executor, Kdmund 
Boulter, ejipea^ed 7,(j0iii. on bis 
Idnei'al.

From thii Hint 4he fortnnii of 
Drury began to dtiliie ; manager 
succeeded to manager, with invariable 
ill success. The usual revolts and diii- 
sentions took place, and all was in 
confusion ; whtn •& the 19th of Oa« 
tober, 1741, an efcnt took plaee 
whicli led the way to a total chtiigo 
in the aspect of theatrical affairs, and 
forms a most memorable era is the 
history of the Eoglish Stage. Thia 
waa the appearance of Garricik at 
Goodman's Fields^ in the dMnCder of 
Richard the Third. The sensation 
excited by his unequalled acting has 
been so repeatedly described, and we 
hare so recently adferted to the sub« 
ject (vide page 302)^ that it it quite 
needless to relate what every One is 
acquainted with ; suffice it to saj, 
that he engrossed the whole attention 
of the theatrical world, aud gave such 
uneaainesi to the Drory.Laae aad 
Covent Qarden managers, that thqr 
thit«taQ0d to munemeproieettlioBi 
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both agaioat Mmaelf and OtfTonl fur 
prforming at Goodman's Fields 
Theatre, contrary to law. By this 
means thej contrived to intiinidate 
Oifford, who made the best teron 1a 
mhl with Fleetwood, the Drnrr 
Jjine manat^er, and Garrick entcre<l 
into an eng^ag^ement to perfom at his 
theatre for the annual salarT of 500L 
We shall not fblkiw ^Swrlek throvgh 
■11 the various cbaaf cs of siiuatioii 
which succeeded his Joining with 
Fleetwood, as the render may find 
them excellently dctaili'd in the Mo- 
oioira of his Life, by T. Davies, ono 
«f tiie flMMt plearing pieoea )of bio- 
l^raphy existiair ; it will be sufficient 
to remark, that he speedily arrived at 
the Buinmit of fame, and by his pru- 
dent conduit acquired a pretty consi- 
derable inoomew Ad opportunity 
iliortly offend > Itself for employing 
this to g^reat advantage | the affairs 
of Drury Lane, by t!ie misconduct 
of the manag^firs, had become so em- 
barrassed* that the whole sropertj of 
the tfieatfo was oifefedl for sale at n 
vary low price, and was purcliased by 
Garrick jointly with Mr. Lacey. 
Erery thing being' arranged, the 
house was opened in 1747, with a 
^ noble prologue, written by Johnson, 
mdmkea bjr Oarridr. 'From thii 
ftM till the Tear |T7€^ when Gar- 
rick quitted all connection with the 
theatre, dramatic amusements were 
carried on at this house with such 
taate; spirit, and raooess, as we must 
den)air ever to aee again* 

In the meanwhile Corent GitrdeiH 
tinder the management of Rirh, was 
conducted in a very different style. 
For what is called the r^ular drama, 
RicK fdt and •avowed tiie most eu- 
l^remft contimpt ; and this he carried 
•o far, that he was sometinyes heard 
to say, after looking;" throug-h the hole 
Sn the green curtain, and seeing a 
crowded house assembled to witness 
tbe perfermanoi of a Tragedy — 
What, you are there, you fools, are 
you? Well, much good mav it do 
you r' His sole delight cousfsted in 
the production of pantomimes, splen-

KMsed oonsidsrable abilities, and his 
apudt aetns to have perraded all the 



managers of that theatre who hate 
succeeded him. In *' scenery, dresses, 
and decorations," old Drury has ^e* 
neraHy been half a century behtnd 
Inr rivaL The ftttraction of Rich^ 
raree-shows was sometimes such ai 
to induce Garriek te attempt a com- 
petition, but here he invariably failed, 
and at leng^ had . ^tbe good sense to 
abandon a eeoleaf in wMek he waa 
eertain of beiiig worsted. The 
names of all the indiriduals who have 
been proprietors and managers of 
this house since the death oi Rich, 
we do Bot think proper to enuaieralc^ 
beeauai^ to eenleia um truth, we an 
not acquainted wSAi one half of them. 
We merely know, that for the last 
half century the Harrises held the 
principal part of tbe property of the 
theatre, aai that iu 1822, Mr.H. 
Harris transferred Ida kilar^t in il^ 
for a term of eight years, to Messrs. 
C. Kemble. Willett, 'and Forbes, the 
present managers. An account of the 
various alteratioas of the old house, 
and the ereethm of the new one, wiU 
be given hereafter. 

Whatever might be the exeellenee 
of the acting in Garrick's time, it is 
certain that the Stage had by no 
neana attained to that propriety of 
oottttBM which we BOW obakm mdo 
it Romans and Ttohs were atmed 
In English dresses ; Cato strutted 
about with a long curly wig on his 
head; and Hamlet with' a cocked hat 
of the kait London cut- Many of 
these absurditiea, however, wcRw re* 
moved before Garrielt q^uitted the 
tlieatre.

ftfURDER in any form is a crime 
moat abhorrent to human nature, hut 
the cold blooded deliberate asgassioa- 
tion of a man by the woman who has 
sworn in the presence of God to love 
and honour him^ excites our horror 
and indignation in a tenfold degree. 
In law the act is styled Petit Treason, 
and the woman guilty of it was for- 
merly burned alive. 

Few cases of the kind are marked 
bv circumstances of greater atrocity 
tnan that we are about to describe. 
Catherine Hayes, the daughter of a 
labourer, was born at Birmingham, in

History op the English Stage, 
Section 16. — Although Garrick re- 
linauished all ostensible connection 
with the Stage after the year 177(i, 
he Rtill continued to assist authors 
and performers with his advice ; and 
the individuals to whom he had dis- 
posed of his property in the theatre, 
amongst whom the late Mr. Sheridan 
was the most conspicuous, derived 
great benefit from the aid of his ex- 
perience in tiieatrical affairs. They 
were not, however, suffered long to 
enjoy it, as Garrick died in 1779 ; and 
from that period may pretty accu- 
rately be dated the commencement of 
the decline and fall of Drury Lane 
Theatre. Occasional gleams of pros- 
perity enlivened the gloom of its ad- 
versity ; but its difficulties neverthe- 
]688 continued to increase, till it was 
at length brought to a miserable 
state of debt and neglect. 

With the circumstances which have 
led to this catastrophe we have no 
Concern. It will be sufficient for us 
to mention the two most remarkable 
events connected with the history of 
this theatre, between the period of 
Garrick's retirement, and its destruc- 
tion : viz. the appearance of Mr?, 



Siddons there, as Isabella, on the lith 
of October, 1782;* and thatofKera- 
ble, as Hamlet, on the 30th of Sep* 
tember, 1783: — its demolition took 
place in 1791-2. 

We have already mentioned, (vide 
section 12) that the original desiga 
for this theatre was the production of 
Sir Christopher Wren ; but the many 
injudicious deviations which were 
made from Wren's plan, and the sub-> 
sequent alterations it underwent, had 
doubtless destroyed all rej:emhlancfe to 
the design first produced by Sir Chris- 
topher. The exterior displayed no;^ 
thing remarkable. Of the interior a 
very correct view is given in •* Lon- 
dina Illustrata." It consisted of one 
complete circle of boxes, with two 
tiers of side boxes, on a level with the 
shilling and two-shilling gallcriesr. 
To the magnificence which now cha- 
racterizes our theatres, it had no pre- 
tensions ; but it possessed a far 
stronger recommendation. Its di-

The first 
Earl of €fiifien— H^ftritidjle to mma* 
nimity, bm¥itig the horrors or tlio 
pestilence to perform kind offices to 
the distressed, and standing" firm nt 
his j)ost amid the last dreadful plau^ue 
which ravaged London, in order to 
prcMTve peace and qniet in the dia* 
traded aty— cbimi our. admlnitioil 
and our reverence; and with him we 
jissociate the warrior Monk, his friend 
and coadjutor, recalling to mind the 
exquisite beauty of his eonntenance, 
the high imaginings and lofty thoughts 
which we trace in those perfect linea- 
ments, wiiirli tlie sublime artists of 
his time have pcrjH'tuiited for a won- i 
der and a model. What loyal heart, 
hi passing the eouestrfail statue of 
out unfortunate Charles, will refuse 
to min<r'e a sentiment of iri ^ititude to 
tlie faithful subject, «Iohn Itiver ? 
who, in purchasing tliis noble work 
from (he Parliament, disobeyed the 
order that condemned it to uestnic- 
tion, and preserved it in security un* 
til happier times perinitted its re- 
erection on a spot already faumus for 
the comuicmoration of the conjujjal 
affection of our wailike monarch Ed- 
M-ard the First.

the barbarous fury of puritanical 
sealbta d^troyed tiie ancient monu- 
ment in Cheapside, reared by the 
iMne pkNie Kiiif , in memory of Mt 
teaderif beloved wife. The great 
fire was undoubtedly a blessing ; and 
in lamenting tliat the noble plan of 
Sir Christopher Wren, for rebuilding 
the dty, was iwt cufied faito eAet, 
we sometimes n^ke that a relic of 
the olden time was thus f;pared by tlie 
unsettled nature of public affairs ; 
and even now, when surveying with 
admiration the improvements which 
are daily taking place in tlie metropo- 
fiii, we often grief e over the destruo* 
tion of the meanest walls, in whose 
demolition is involved the last trace 
of worth or talent, long since cou- 
iigned to the obHfion of the grave. 

It is by tliese recollections that 
many a weary walk in London is be- 
guiled — the mighty dead arise from 
thdr tombs to company our solitude 
■■ w e indeed find ' sermons in stones,' 
—and Smithileld, the Tower, aod 
Ifliitehall, present more heart-rend* 
ing tragedies than could ever he ex- 
hibited at Drury Lane or Covent 
Garden.

TR£B*

At Canterbury, in the ncighbourliood 

of the Cathedral, we understood were 
still to be seen some remains of mon- 
kish gardens, we accordingly found a 
mulberrv trm, two vines, and three or 
four walnut'treeiy ali of tbein bearing 
the marks of great age* The mulberry 
tree has a most venerable aspect. It 
once must have been both loftv and 
spreading, but has been blown down, 
and hasiaid on its side for a centory 
or more* One old man in Canter- 
bury remembers it in its present re- 
cumlwnt posture for above seventy 
years past, and declares that he knows 
4>f no cliange in it* As it appeared 
to be a vegetable curiosity, we parti- 
^larly examined it. Tlie remains of 



the tmnkaiiiim in length 
md in drennference, at four feet 
from the root, five feet eight inches- 
Two large branches have risen per- 
pendicularly, and now perform tlie 
office of stem, forming a new tree^ 
With a donhle head. 'Die fruit thqp 
hmt is eonellent; indeed, it is com- 
monly said that the fruit of the oldest 
mulberry* trees is the best. In 1815, 
the berries, sold at two shillings a pot- 
tle, produced no ten tiiip six guineMu 
We were told that they arecommonly- 
bought up for desserts by * the gentle- 
men of the Cathedral.'who, like their 
predecessors, are probably no bad 
judges of such matters.

DRINK, &c. 

Op all the firands praetiied by 
narjr dealen, there k none more re- 

prcnensiblp, and at the same time more' 
prevalent, than the sophistication of 
the various articles of Ibod. This un- 
]nriiicipled and nefarious practice, in- 
creasing in degree as it hai been found 
difficult of detection, is now applied 
to almost every commoditr which can 
be classed amoni; eitlier tlie necc.ss;iries 
or the luxuries oi life, and is carried 
«n to a meet a]annin|^ extent hi every 
part of the United Kingdom. > 

It lias hccn pursnr-d liy men, who, 
fruui the magnitude and apparent re- 
spectability of their concerns, are the 
lea^t obnoxious to public suspidon ; 
• and their taecessful example has called 
forth, among the retail dealers, a mul- 
titude of compe'titorein the eame ini- 
quitous course. 

To such perfection uf iugenuitv has 
fUi eyitem of adulterating food ar^ 
rived, that sparious articles of varioos 
kinds are every where to he found, 
made up so Fkilfiillr as to baffle the 
discrimuiation of the most experien(^ 
judges. 

Among the number of snbttanoea 
used in dSiraieatic economy which are 
now very ^^eneraliy found sophisti- 
cated^ jiuay be di6tingui»hed— tea, cof- 



fee, ^read, beer, wine, spiritnoiis li- 
quors, salad oil, pepper, vinegar, 
mustard, cream, and other artides 0t 
eubMttenee. Indeed, it would be ^f- 
ficult to mention a single article of 
food which is not to be met with in 
an adulterated state; and there arc 
some substances which are scarcely 
erer to he jprocnrcd genvinew 

Some or then tpurious compovndi 
are comparatively harmless when iJ?cd 
as food : and as in these cases, merely 
substances of inferior value are sulwti- 
tuted for more costly and genuine in- 
{fredtents, ^ aophistication^ thonp^ 
It may«fliBet our purse, does notia^ 
jure our health. Of this kind are the 
maiiiiiarture of ficlitious jpepper, the 
aduiterattuuii of mustard, vinegar, 
cream, &e. * Others, however, aio 
highly deleterious ; and to this class 
be) long the adulterations of beer, wines, 
Rpirituous* liquors, picklcs, , SjdadrOl^ 
and many otliers. 

There are particular chemists who 
mahe it a regular trade to supply 
drugs, or nefarious prepatationa to 
the unprincipled brewer of porter or 
ale ; others perform the same office to 
the wine or spirit-merchant ; and 
Others again to the grocer and the 
oU-nian* ' The operatova carry on 
their process chiefly in secrecy, and 
!inder some delusive firm, with the os- 
tensible denotements of a fair and 
lawful establishment. These illicit 
pursuits have assumed all the ordsr 
and method of a regular trade ; they 
may severally daim to be distinguish- 
ed as an art and mystt i y ; for the 
wcnrkmen employed in them are often 
wholly ignorant of the nature of the 
substances which pass through thdr 
hands, and of the purposes to which . 
Aey are idtiniately applied.

Every diemist knows thnt tlierc arc 
mills constantly at workjiii this me- 
tropolisy wiiich lurnish bark-powder 
aft a mncli cheaper rate than the etib- 
etanoe can be iimcured for in its na- 
tural state. 'J 'he price of the best 
genuine hark, upon an average, is not 
lower than twelve shillings the pound ; 
but iiDDiense quantities of powder- 
bark are supplied to the apothecamei 
at three or four 8hi)Uogi a pound. 

IMost of the arrow-root sold by 
druggists, ii$ a utixturc of potatoe 
ataran. and arrow root. The same 
apftem of adulteration attends to 
artides used in rarious trades and 
manufactures. For instance, linen 
tap*', anfl various other household 
coinmodiues of that kind, instead of 
being manufactured of linen thread 
only, arc made up of linen and cotton. 
Colours for painting, not onlyfliose 
used hy artist*, hut also the coarser 
colours used by the common iiousc- 
jiaiuter, are more or iesj; ;ulultcrated.

During 
the day when the consumption of water is 
greatest the station accumulators are charged 
and the water supply is worked by the steam 

fmmp. When the accumulators are chained and 
n the morning before the boilers are heated up 
the electrically driven pump is worked from the 
accumulators in case of a large demand for 
water. In the evening when the lamps are 
turned on the current Is taken direct from the 
dynamo and at 11 o'clock, when the street arc 
lamps are cut out, whatever further supply of 
current is necessary Is taken from the accumula- 
tors. If a flre should occur in the night a ful 
supply of water is instantly available. On the 
sounding of the alarm the attendant at the sta- 
tion starts the electric pump and one com- 

Eressor. The perfect success of this plan has 
ecu proved on several oc<!aslons and the in- 
habitants of the little town are proud of their 
oomo^t and eflldent plant, which crives them 
gooa and cheap lighting, good drinking water 
and a sufficient supply of water for all the pur-j 
poses of lire extinction. The station Is oper 
ated at a very low cost. By employing automata 
current regulators, automatic oiling devices on 
all the moving parts of the steam engine and on 
the dynamos and motors the working of Ih^ 
planuis so simplified that one engine driver an<H
